Probably none of the proposed bills 


in legislature has caused greater dis- 
pleasure among the farmers in this 
vicinity than the proposed basic eight- 
hour day law. by which the eight- 
hour day would be made a legal and 
recognized day in. most' of the indus- 
tries in the state.

A good many years ago. so the legend 


'tuns, a father called his sons and gave 
them each ^ stick to break. They broke 
'the twigs easily, then the father tied as 
many twigs as he had sons in a bundle 
and parsed the bundle to the boys and 
asked them to bi'eak it. They tried hard 
but the bundle resisted their strength. 


This same principle is true today. 


"'In union there is strength" reads the 
adage. 
Much 
more 
can be 
accom- 


plished by a thousand men working and 
thinking as a team than by two thousand 
men working and thinking as individ- 
uals. 


To bring abouMhis team-thinking and 


team-working is the purpose of the cham- 
ber of commerce which opens its cam- 
paign for a greater Appleton next Mon- 
day night with a civic dinner. The cham- 
ber of commerce is a clearing house for 
community thinking and community ef- 
fort : it is the means for concentration 
of action on specific problems and as such 
deserves the earnest support of all citi- 
zens who want their city to progress. 


When the chamber of commerce was 


organized three years ago the member- 
ships were made on a three year basis be- 
cause it was felt that the first year or two 
of the organization would be largely de- 
voted to preliminary planning and that 
its accomplishments would not begin to 
be much in evidence until near the third 
Tear. The chamber has done many worth- 
while things for the city. It has saved 
the merchants, and incidentally the buy- 
ing public, many thousands of dollars by 
disapproving of advertising and solicit- 
ing schemes; it has given Appleton thou- 
sands of dollars worth of advertising; it 
has saved money for investors by care- 
ful investigation of industrial proposi- 
tions 'that wished to locate here and dis- 
approved of them because they offered no 
assurance that "they would add anything 
1o the city; it has assisted in making Ap- 
pleton a convention city, thereby bring- 
ing in thousands of visitors with money 
to spend: it has assisted in bringing 
about a city plan for Appleton and in 
many other ways has helped to make Ap- 
pleton a better city.

Eastern Kentucky properties recently, he 
ordered prices of provisions reduced by 
all of his commissaries, and citizens of-- 
Pikeville, amazed, asked him what he 
would do if perchance he ever become 
penniless. He replied that this misfor- 
tune would not crush him. He would 
borrow a dollar from each of his em- 
ployes and would be a millionaire' again 
in twenty-four hours. 


Those who marvel at Mr. Pojd's pop- 


ularity may find their explanation in this 
statement. [Although a rich man, he re- 
peats again and again his declaration of 
independence of capital, and this policy 
lie applies strictly in his business. 
The 


public suspects that capital is alert for an 
easy chance to bankrupt him, and he, 


having the same suspicion, appeals to the 
live imagination and responsive senti- 
ment of the masses. 


Mr. Ford's opinions ou philosophy, lit-, 


eraturc. politics, race prejudice, peace 
and other subjects foreign to the auto- 
mobile industry fail to impress thinking 
persons. It is, in fact, flattering to dis- 
agree wi(<h most of his ideas. 
On the 


other hand, the most intelligent are the 
most delighted admirers' of his produc- 
ing, selling and advertising methods. 


There arc only a few more manufac- 


turers who have solved the most import- 
ant economic phase of modern industry. 
He is probably the most conspicuous. He 
is following the idea that prices of man- 
ufacture should be made as low as possi- 
ble and profits should be realized from 
immense volume of sales.

Have you thought much of liberty] 


What is liberty? 
How it was secured? 


How it may be preserved ? What its spe- 
cial obligations are? 
Liberty is always 


associated with republicanism. The his- 
tory of the ages teaches us that it is un- 
obtainable under any other political sys- 
tem. 
Freedom flourished under kings 


and autocrats, but its existence lay in the 
pleasure of the power that conferred it. 
In modern times citizens of empires and 
kingdoms have had full liberty, and 
there still are such states in which free- 
dom prevails, but they are empires and 
kingdoms in name only. In reality they 
are commonwealths. 


The fundamental point which most per- 


sons overlook when they discuss liberty is 
that liberty is a national right and con- 
dition only in an individualist sense. It 
is impossible for a nation to be free un- 
less the individual has liberty. When we 
talk of democracy we have national liber- 
ty in mind. Democracy is more purely 
and truly a popular form of government, 
we casually think, than is the represen- 
tative system. We have an idea that 
there is greater liberty in democracy 
than in republicanism.

There is very little difference between 


democracy and socialism. 
There may 


seem to be large differences in defini- 
tions. 
In practice, the two plans arc 


alike. 
Democracy makes the state more 


important than the individual; or. to be 
exact, the multitude more important than 
the single human unit. 
Socialism is a 


democratic autocracy ^r bureaucracy, 
iif which the state is superior to the peo- 
ple. Democracy is the multitude, ruling 
through the state; socialism, the state 
dominating the multitude; but in both 
the rights of the individual are bubor-" 
dinatcd totally to the state. 


In true representative government, 


which ours is. and was meant to be, right 
and justice are^based on individual liber- 
ty. The people are just as free as the in- 
dividual is, and. the siate is subservient 
to individualism. 
These distinctions are 


not theoretical. They are*actual. 
And 


they should be considered with the ut- 
most seriousness in these times of radical 
and democratic tendency. 
The supreme 


idea is that a nation is as free as the in- 
' dividual.

SWEATING UNDER THE ARMS 


An average of 10 queries a clay about tho con- 


trol of excessive sweating or malodorous sweating, 
or sweating that stains the clothing about the arm- 
pits may be answered with a general discussion of 
the subject. 


Tho sweat glands are normally large and very 


active in the axillae, and several layers of clothing 
add to the natural stimulation o£ the .glands o£ 
this region by the warmth which is maintained here 
from Apposition of the upper arm and chest wall. 


There is no objection, so 1'ar as hygiene is con- 


cerned, to diminishing or checking the sweating of a 
limited area of the skin by artificial means, provid- 
ed only that ttie agent employed shall not jrnato 
or otherwise injure theN skin. 
Nor is there any 


hygienic objection to shaving (the hair from the aim- 
pits or axillae or removing the hair by chemical 
solvents, provided the agents employed shall not 
irritate excessively, as most of the depilatory pre- 
parations which purport to "destroy" hair do. The 
best way to remove the hair is by means of a small 
safely razor. But the removal of the hair from 
the armpits does not diminish sweating nor the odor 
nor staining which sometimes accompanies exces- 
sive sweating. 


One of the best agents for diminishing excessive 


sweating and for overcoming the o,dor present in 
some cases is aluminum chloride solution. 
Half 


an ounce of aluminum chloride dissolved in three 
ounces of distilled water or rain water is strong 
enough in most instances. This should be sponged 
or dabbed on the skin each alternate day for four or 
in c times, perhaps, and allowed to dry before dress- 
ing. 


In some cases this proves somewhat irritating and 


sets up unpleasant itching or smarting. In others 
it fails to give complete relief. In former circum- 
stances the solution should be reduced in strength by 
adding more water. In the latter a. stronger solution 
may be used, say half an ounce of aluminum chlo- 
ride in two ounces of distilled water. In any case 
it is usually necessary to resort to the use of the 
aluminum chloride solution for a few days now and 
then, in order to keep the sweating under control. 


The persistent use of pure boric acid in very few 


powder as a dusting powder will control excessive 
and malodorous perspiration in tho armpits in some 
instances. 


The reddish stain frequently noted is due to the 


presence of a harmless bacterium and may be over- 
come by applying daily an antisepti-c solution and 
keeping it on the skin for not less than five minutes-. 
As much boric acid as water will dissolve while 
warm 
makes as good a solution as any for the 


purpose. 


Very light X ray treatments by a skilled opera- 


tor will control excessive localized sweating perfect- 
ly in many, cases. 


An old and useful remedy for excessive or foul 


sweating in the axillae is a solution of half an ounce 
of zinc sulphate in a pint of boiled water, and anoth- 
er more homely one is a solution of "an ounce of alum 
in a pint of boiled watpr. 
Either o£ these as- 


tringent solutions should be sponged on the clean 
dry skin surface once a day and allowed to dry. 


Particularly useful in getting rid of an unpleasant 


odor associated with excessive sweating in the arm 
pits is this ointment, sparingly applied once daily 
for six times:

Salicylic acid 
30 grains 


Bonzoic acid 
60 grains 


Vasclin 
1 ounce

Powdered eggshell mixed with salt, half and half, 


in capsule form, for goitre. How many times a day 
should it be taker.?—Mrs. K. J. L. 


Answer—The eggshell would ha\-e no effect on 


goitre, so far as I know. If the salt wero not 
so greatly purified it might still contain traces of 
iodm or iodid and surh salt would tend to prevent 
goitre. A table salt might woll be iodized—bay about 
five grains of sodium iodid to the pound—for regu- 
lar household USP, in all sections where simple goitre 
in young persons prevails.

Badly, or Stops Suddenly Because 


It Is Seized Up 


driving along the road the engine stops VERY! 


1, it may have seized up. If when you try to turn it over, 


it is very stiff to turn or w^on't turn over at all, or has been heatingf 
up and 'team is coming from the radiator and the engine is knocking 
badly then— 


1. Look in the Radiator to see that there is 


enough water and that it is circulating. 
If it i» 


very low. DO NOT pour in a fresh supply of 
water immediately, or you will crack the cylinders. 
If the water i? very low. inspect the Radiator and 
hose connections for leaks, and make sure the dnini 
cock at the bottom of the Radiator or the water 
pump ba« not accidentally iarred open. 
If the 


water doc1; not seem to be circulating, and you 
have a pump fitted, the key in the pump paddle 
may have sheared off, or the pump shaft may be^ 
broken. This trouble generally occur* in freezing'( 
weather. 
If the water is circulating and there is plenty of water' 


in the Radiator then— 
ft 
} 


2. Examine to see that you have sufficient oil in the crankcsse. and 


that there is a pressure in the oil gauge, showing that the oil is CIR- 
CULATING. If the oil level is very low and the engine has seized 
up, squirt about three tablespoons full of kerosene into each cylinder, 
allowing it to soak in for half an hour. After this period, try to turn 
the engine over. If it is free, fill up with a fresh supply of oil, and 
pour a little oil into each cylinder through the Priming Cocks or Spark 
Plug holes, then turn the engine over with the hand crank or Starter 
a few times to allow the oil to work in before starting the engine under 
its own power. 
Now start the engine, and RUN IT SLOWLY for, 


a while before driving along the road. As soon" as it begins to fire, 
keep squirting a little oil at a time through the main air entrance to 
the Carburetor, so that you will get the walls of the cylinders well 
lubricated again.

Find 
out from the Instruction Book you got with your 
car what the correct clearance is for your engine, 
and see that it is kept to this.
